To the Editor: 

I have been reading the previous 
articles on the N.O.V-A. programs 
with interest; however, I feel I 
must enlighten the readers on 
some raw facts. 

The vocational regions were not 
created to supplement post-secon- 
dary vocational technical institutes 
(GMVIT, CMVTI, etc.) but fo equa- 
lize the educational opportunities 
already in existence for other 
Maine youth. Prior to the develop- 
ment of the regions in 1973, only 
14 high schools in. diferent parts 
of the state offered secondary vo- 
cational training to juniors and 
seniors, These were all located in 
the heavily populated areas. The 
regions were created io provide 
the same opportunities for rural 
area youth. The regions are not 
“school systems”, they are ex- 
temsions of each school system 
within their geographic bounds. 
The regional plan was adopted by 
the legislature because it proved 
to be more cost effective. The 
plan that S.AD. 44 developed te 
nee its own programs confirmed

_ Last week’s article leads one to 
believe that, out of the blue, 
N.O.V.A, suddenly increased the 
cost of the new proposed facility 
from under one million to over 172 
million dollars. The exact figure 
is $1,575,000, which was establish- 
éd last fall. Of that figure, about 
1% ($17,145.58) woutd be bore 
directly by S.A.D, 44. The other 
school districts in N.O.VLA. would 
conltibite an additional 4°.

SHOULD No. V.A, EXPAND? 

On Thursday, Now, 5, a special 
referendum will be held in area 
towns, asking voter approval to 
spend 1%. million dollars for new 
facilities for the Northern Oxford 
Vocational Area (N,O.V.A.). A cri- 
tical analysis of this proposal 
yields the following information: 

— N.O.V.A, was established by 
the Legislature, without voter ap- 
prowval, 

— Itis a separate school district 
supported by local taxes, 

— N.0.V.A, costs per pupil are 
obscured by counting pupils it 
does not provide -vocational train- 
ing—and by counting—its actual 
vocational students ‘twice. 

— Per pupil costs for vocation- 
al tmaining at 'N.O.V.A. are over 
$5,000 per year in addition ito. the 
local district cost of approximately 
$1,800 per year, 


"hwo local citizens. have re-. 


signed from the N.O.V.A. Board of 
Directors after repeated efforts 
fo make N.O.V.A. cost accounting 
comparable to other school dis- 
tricts -and to. have less expensive 
operating methods explored. 

— Local taxes will, im the final 
analysis, bear the whole 144 mil- 
lion, cost—every dollar of the state 
education budget spent for vaca- 
tional regions is a dollar not avail- 
able to contnibute to local school 
district costs and is consequently 
a dollar that local taxpayers must 
supply. . 

— N.O.V.A,. plans to increase its 
vocational programs. 100% — from 
four to eight courses. 

— Local taxpayers will then be 
assessed for the annual operating 
costs. of this expanded program— 
costs which average three times 
as high per. student asi those of 
home school district. 

— The annual cost of N.O.V.A. 
just to pay for the administrator 
and his secretarial and office ex- 
penses has averaged $50,000 per 
year or approximately $1,000 per 
vocational student per year. 

(Many Directors of SuA.D.,44 have 

~ expressed the view that such costs 
are excessive and that a more 
realistic approach should be urged 
upon the State Board of Education. 
Respected educators have made 
proposals. which advocate that ap-

ministration, transportation, build- 
ings and improved efficiency might 
well bring this edticationally de- 
sinable goal to all of our students:
